Brought to High Point 
of Efficiency 


HOOPING COUGH is a very 
ancient disease. The first 
descriptions of it go back to the 
lith Century, and Sydenham 
gives a very accurate depiction 


of an epi- 
demic that. 
swept over 
England in 
1670-79. But 
unfortunately 
nothing was 
done about 
it. Because of 
this contagi- 
ous nature 
almost every 
known drug 
has been 
used to con- 
trol it, and 
found want- 
ing. 

Sedative dosage, vapors, rubs. 
and cough mixtures of many 
kinds have all failed. Oi) of 
Thyme was once extcnsively used,

In“the last 
tventyv-fivte years modifications 
c1 oil of thyme have been help- 
ful.

We are grasping at every sug- 
gestion that promises us any 
help. After much study and ex- 
perimentation, it is now possible 
by examinations of the blood and 
the sputum to make a fairly early 
Giagnosis. It is not a simple mat- 
ter. The bacillus of influenza and 
that of whooping cough appear 
yery much alike, and it is very 
possible that both may be pres- 
‘ent in any case, but there is 
enough difference in the blood 
picture that we can make an 
early diagnosis and isolate the 
patient before many others have 
been exposed. 

Much time and effort has been 
used to develop a method of vac- 
cinating so as to protect. a child 
from the disease. The literature 
is now full of the various exper- 
iments;to this end. Many. very 
co reports are coming 


“It now seems fairly well proven 
that the injection of a vaccine 
prepared trom various strains of 
the Bordet bacillus will protect a 
child from whooping cough, and 
according to some authors this 
protection will last for many 
years, If this proves to be so, it 
will surely ‘be a great boon to 
countless children.
